Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are 
hereby  directed  to  notify  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Douglas, 
qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in  Town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the 
Town  Hall,  East  Douglas,  in  said  Douglas,  on  Monday,  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  March  current,  at  seven  o’clock  in  the  forenoon, 
then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles: — 

Article  1.  To  elect  a moderator,  a town  clerk,  a town 
treasurer,  a town  agent,  six  constables,  a tax  collector,  an  agent 
and  three  appraisers  on  Devise  of  Moses  Wallis,  three 
fence  and  three  bridge  viewers,  ten  highway  surveyors, 
one  for  each  district,  a tree  warden,  an  auditor,  all 
for  term  of  one  year,  also  one  selectman,  one  assessor,  one 
overseer  of  the  poor,  three  members  of  the  school  committee, 
one  trustee  of  the  Public  Library,  one  town  cemetery  commission- 
er, all  for  term  of  three  years,  also  elect  one  assessor  for  term  of 
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one  year  to  fill  vacancy,  and  to  vote  Yes  or  No  on  the  question 
shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the 
Town  the  ensuing  year. 


To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers  for 
the  year  ensuing.

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Superintendent's  Report. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Douglas. 

Gentlemen; — I cannot  better  preface  this  my  first  report  as 
superintendent  of  your  schools  than  by  expressing  my  appreciation 
of  the  progressive  attitude  of  both  you  and  the  townspeople  as  a 
whole  toward  them.  On  every  hand  there  is  found  a disposition 
to  co-operate  and  make  the  schools  as  good  as  possible,  and  as  a 
result  of  this  disposition  manifesting  itself  in  the  past  as  well 
as  at  present,  I do  not  think  it  too  much  to  say  that,  size  and 
means  considered,  the  Town  of  Douglas  has  schools,  both  as  to 
equipment  and  as  to  excellence  in  the  kind  of  work  done,  in  which 
it  may  justly  take  some  little  degree  of  pride.  They  are  however, 
still  far  from  being  as  good  as  they  might  be.  To  make  them 
more  nearly  such  is  the  task  that  confronts  us. 

ENROLMENT. 

The  total  enrolment  of  the  ten  schools  of  the  town  for  the 
year  ending  last  June  was  385,  which  compared  with  that  of  the 
preceding  year,  359,  shows  a net  gain  of  26.  The  enrolment  at 
the  presant  time  is  325,  23  greater  than  the  average  membership 
for  last  year.  These  figures  seem  to  indicate  a tendency  toward 
increase  in  the  number  of  school  children  to  be  provided  for. 
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ATTENDANCE  AND  PUNCTUALITY. 

One  of  the  surest  signs  of  a good  school  system  is  regular  and 
punctual  attendance.  The  per  cent,  of  attendance  for  last  year, 
according  to  the  registers  was  92,  and  for  the  four  school  months 
ending  Jan.  16  of  this  year,  slightly  over  90.  This  means  that  on 
an  average  one-tenth  of  the  pupils  have  been  out  of  school  all  the 
time.  While  there  has  been  perhaps  an  unusual  amount  of  sick- 
ness, much  of  the  absence  has  been  without  doubt  unnecessary. 

The  average  number  of  tardinesses  per  pupil  last  year  was  2.15. 

This  number  as  well  as  the  number  of  absences  is  larger  than 
it  should  be.  Special  efforts,  therefore,  are  being  put  forth  to  im- 
prove both  the  attendance  and  punctuality.  One  of  the  means 
used  is  the  monthly  attendance  bulletins  sent  around  to  each  school 
to  be  hung  upon  the  wall.  These  bulletins  show  in  large  figures 
the  per  cent,  obtained  by  the  school,  its  resulting  rank  in  building, 
town  and  district,  and  the  number  of  tardinesses  and  unnecessary 
absences.  The  rank  of  the  several  schools  in  attendance  and 
punctuality  for  last  year  may  be  seen  from  an  examination  of 
Table  B. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY  FOR  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  course  of  study  has  been  in  use  for  several  years  and 
needs  revision  to  fit  conditions  favoring  promotion  directly  from 
the  8th  grade  to  the  high  school.  In  making  the  revision,  it  seems 
to  me  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  arrange  for  longer  and  more 
thorough  reviews  at  the  end  of  the  year,  particularly  in  the  subjects 
of  Language,  Grammar  and  Arithmetic.  If  this  were  done  it 
would  be  much  easier  for  well  qualified  pupils  to  obtain  double 
promotion  without  leaving  any  important  work  undone,  as  such 
pupils  might  readily  omit  the  review  work  of  their  own  grade  and 
take  that  of  the  grade  ahead  of  them.  Such  a plan  it  seems  to  me 
would  serve  to  make  the  system  much  more  elastic,  making  it 
easier  for  pupils  to  pass  along  according  to  their  fitness  to  do  so, 
and  result  in  a better  grading  of  the  schools  and  consequent  better 
work  all  around. 
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TEACHERS. 

Good  teachers  are  necessary  in  order  to  have  good  schools, 
and  good  salaries  are  necessary  in  order  to  have  good  teachers,  ex- 
cepting in  those  few  instances  where  towns  take  advantage  of  local 
teachers  of  worth  and  experience  to  hire  them  for  less  than  their 
services  would  command  elsewhere.  I am  pleased  therefore  to 
note  that  the  attitude  of  the  town  toward  its  teachers  is  becoming- 
more  liberal  and  that  the  recommendation  of  the  superintendent 
last  year  that  a higher  maximum  be  paid,  especially  to  the  grade 
teachers,  was  acted  upon  favorably.  It  has  served  so  far  only  to 
do  justice  to  several  experienced  and  efficient  local  teachers,  but 
its  fruit  should  be  apparent  later  in  making  the  teaching  force  as  a 
whole  more  efficient  and  permanent  and  in  making  it  possible  to 
fill  vacancies  to  much  better  advantage.  We  cannot  have  too  good 
teachers,  and  using  the  same  degree  of  judgment,  the  more  we 
pay,  the  better  teachers  we  shall  have.  The  town  should  make  an 
effort  to  pay  at  least  the  average  wage  paid  elsewhere. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  a new  course  of  stud}^  follow- 
ing very  closely  one  already  suggested  to  the  committee  by  State 
Agent  J.  W.  MacDonald,  was  carefully  prepared,  and  by  taking  the 
entire  time  of  the  school  assistant,  put  into  immediate  operation; 
and  it  is  belived  that  as  a result,  the  work  of  the  school  is  now 
fairly  well  standardized,  all  the  usual  high  school  courses  being 
offered  and  an  opportunity  afforded  students  who  are  willing  to  ap- 
ply themselves,  to  prepare  for  advanced  institutions.  The  school 
needs  building  up  in  science  work,  however,  and  this  can  only  be 
done  by  providing  laboratory  facilities  and  apparatus.  Convenient 
floor  space  has  been  provided  through  the  courteous  changing  about 
of  their  rooms  by  several  of  the  teachers  so  as  to  allow  the  high 
school  to  have  the  room  immediately  adjacent  to  it.  A part  of 
this  room  will,  of  course,  be  used  for  recitation  purposes,  but  the 
remaining  part  should  be  screened  off,  and  provided  with  table 
and  as  means  allow,  with  laboratory  equipment.  At  the  present  time 
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chemical  apparatus  and  supplies  are  especially  needed  to  enable  the 
large  class  in  chemistry  under  the  direction  of  the  principal  to  act- 
ually perform  the  experiments  themselves.  Strong  work  in  sci 
ence  can  be  done  even  in  the  small  high  school,  and  the  present 
principal  is  well  qualified  and  interested  to  do  it,  but  it  cannot  be 
done  systematically  and  to  good  advantage  with  the  present  equip- 
ment. 


HIGH  SCHOOL  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Note.  The  first  figure  means  the  number  of  recitations  per 
week,  the  number  following  the  -t-  hours  of  individual  work  to  be 
reported  upon  to  the  teacher,  and  occasionally  subjected  to  examin- 
ation.

GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

Given  good  teachers  and  a good  course  of  study,  but  one  es_ 
sential  remains  in  order  to  have  a good  high  school;  namely,  well 
prepared  grammar  pupils.  The  entering  class  in  the  fall  was  by 
no  means  such,  and  it  has  been  very  difficult  for  the  teachers  to 
make  the  progress  with  them  that  should  be  made  with  the  first 
year  class.  Special  efforts  are  being  put  forth,  however,  to  get  the 
present  8th  grade  into  condition  to  enter  the  high  school  better 
prepared  next  year,  and  it  is  believed  with  some  success.  If  we  de- 
sire to  have  a strong  high  school,  however,  it  is  doubtful  if  it  wilj 
be  advisable  to  pass  the  8th  grade  as  a whole  into  the  high  school, 
as  a number  of  them  will  be  too  immature  and  poorly  prepared 
even  at  the  best  that  we  can  hope,  to  make  it  possible  for  the 
class  as  a whole  to  do  good  work.  These  pupils  should  be  requir- 
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ed  to  take  the  ninth  grade  work  as  formerly  for  their  presence  in 
the  high  school  would  mean  a drawback  to  the  others  and  of  but 
little  profit,  if  not  a positive  injury  to  themselves,  for  a poor  start 
in  the  high  school  often  means  poor  work  all  the  way  through. 

SUPPLIES. 

The  providing  of  the  high  school  with  the  books  necessary  in 
order  to  carry  out  the  new  course  of  study  made  a big  draft  upon 
the  appropriation  for  books  and  supplies  and  has  made  it  necessary 
during  the  last  part  of  the  year  to  get  along  without  some  things 
that  were  very  much  needed  in  certain  of  the  schools.  As  a result 
of  this,  moreover,  the  stock  of  supplies  is  reduced  to  almost  noth- 
ing. It  is  very  desirable,  therefore,  that  a better  provision  for 
books  and  supplies  be  made  this  year,  particularly  as  it  will  be  nec- 
essary to  provide  the  High  School  with  a number  of  new  books 
in  the  fall,  and  some  provision  should  be  made  for  work  in  raphia, 
reed,  sewing  and  other  lines  of  manual  work,  the  materials  for 
which,  while  not  expensive,  do  involve  some  little  outlay. 

RURAL  SCHOOL  CONDITIONS. 

Through  the  wisdom  and  foresight  of  the  townspeople  in  the  past 
the  schools  at  East  Douglas  are  unusually  well  consolidated  and  pro- 
vided for,  and  I doubt  very  much  if  many  of  the  people  who 
once  opposed  the  plan  would  now  be  willing  to  go  back  to  the  old 
conditions.  Those  old  conditions,  however,  still  exist  at  the  Cen- 
ter, So.  Douglas,  and  West  Douglas,  and  as  a result  the  progress 
made  by  the  children  in  these  schools,  particularly  in  the  last  two, 
is  not  nearly  so  great  as  is  made  by  the  children  in  the  graded 
schools.  This  is  not  a matter  of  theory,  but  of  fact  and  observa- 
tion, and  the  condition  is  more  or  less  chronic.  How  is  it  to  be 
remedied?  I can  suggest  but  oneway,  and  that  is  by  gathering  the 
children  from  these  three  schools  into  a Primary  and  a Grammar 
room  at  the  Center.  While  to  make  the  plan  as  great  a success  as 
possible,  it  would  be  desirable  to  provide  a modern  two  room 
building,  this  would  not  be  necessary  for  the  present,  as  very  likely  a 
room  in  some  private  house  for  the  primary  grades  could  be  rented. 
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Nor  should  the  added  cost  for  making  the  change  be  prohibitive,  as 
the  saving  in  the  salary  of  one  teacher  and  in  the  care  and  mainten- 
ance of  school  houses,  should  very  nearly  if  not  entirely  pay  the  costs 
of  transportation;  and  these  costs  should  not  be  great,  as  the  distance 
of  either  of  the  two  small  schools  from  the  Center  is  not  over  two 
miles  and  the  numbers  of  children  are  only  11  and  16.  The  dis- 
tances being  so  short  the  ride  in  the  barge  should  not  be  a great 
disadvantage,  if  careful  drivers  could  be  secured.  Indeed  there 
would  be  some  advantages,  as  many  of  the  children  who  now  have 
to  walk  a long  way  to  school  could  be  carried  at  least  a part  of  the 
w'ay,  and  a child  would  be  safer  under  the  care  of  a good  driver 
than  alone  on  a country  road.  Moreover,  it  would  be  entirely 
possible  to  arrange  to  have  one  of  the  teachers  board  at  South 
Douglas  and  ride  back  and  forth  with  the  children,  if  this  seemed 
desirable.  The  advantages  which  would  result  from  making  the 
change  are  in  part  as  follows: — 

Better  trained  teachers  on  an  average 
More  permanent  teachers 
Better  graded  schools 
Better  equipment 

Better  attendance  ( The  attendance  in  these  rural  schools 
is  poor.  ) See  tables  A.  and  B. 

Longer  recitation  periods 
More  individual  attention 

More  interest  and  enthusiasm,  because  of  the  larger  num- 
bers in  the  classes. 

Instruction  in  Music  and  Drawing 
More  careful  supervision 

And  as  a total  result  of  the  change,  from  "25  to  50  per  cent  better 
progress  than  is  now  being  made. 

Whether  or  not  the  parents  in  the  vicinity  of  these  schools 
would  care  to  have  the  change  made,  I do  not  know,  but  I am  cer- 
tain if  they  realized  what  a difference  it  would  make  to  the  children, 
they  would  be  the  first  ones  to  desire  it.  I would  at  least  suggest 
the  advisability  of  consulting  them  personally  and  ascertaining  if 
they  are  willing  to  give  the  plan  a trial,  with  the  understanding. 


that  if  they  do  not  like  the  way  it  works  out,  the  old  conditions 
will  be  restored.  I cannot  think,  however,  that  they  would  ever 
care  to  have  this  done,  any  more  than  did  the  people  at  East  Doug- 
las after  they  had  once  made  the  change  there. 

DECORATION. 

During  the  fall  term  two  very  successful  sales  and  entertain- 
ments were  held,  one  at  East  Douglas,  and  one  at  the  Center,  to 
secure  money  to  buy  pictures  for  the  schoolrooms.  The  teachers 
worked  hard  and  the  townspeople  patronized  the  affairs  so  gener- 
ously that  the  following  sums  were  netted:  for  the  East  Douglas 
School,  $91.26,  and  for  the  Douglas. Center  School,  $21.25.  Af- 
ter considering  carefully  the  questions  of  grade  appropriateness, 
pictures  already  on  hand,  and  the  tastes  of  the  teachers,  the  follow- 
ing pictures,  mostly  Carbon  photos  were  decided  upon  and  pur- 
chased for  the  schools  as  indicated.

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REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


Mr.  E.  S.  Cobb.,  Super  intendent  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir: 

The  new  course  of  study,  adopted  for  the  High  School,  has 
been  in  operation  since  last  Fall  and  is  giving  very  general  satis- 
faction. The  pupils,  both  by  diligence  and  application  during 
school  hours  and  by  loyal  response  to  the  demand  for  home  study 
have  helped  in  securing  satisfactory  results. 

The  requirements  in  English  History,  and  Latin  have  been 
raised  to  meet  the  regular  High  School  standard.  The  introduc- 
tion of  Commercial  subjects  and  of  French,  and  the  strengthening 
of  the  science  courses  have  more  closely  adapted  the  school  to  the 
needs  of  the  community. 

The  large  number  of  boys  now  attending  the  school  is  en- 
couraging, but  we  wish  that  more  parents  would  realize  that  the 
High  School  offers  something  of  practical  value  to  the  boys. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  pupils  throughout  the  building  has 
been  of  a high  order.  Excellence  in  this  matter  has  been  made 
possible  by  hearty  co-operation  of  the  teachers. 

I would  call  the  attention  of  parents  to  the  fact  that  visitors 
are  welcome  in  the  schools  at  all  times.  An  occasional  visit  by  a 
parent,  especially  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  cannot  but 
prove  helpful  to  parent,  child,  and  teacher.  This  holds  true  for  all 
the  grades. 

In  conclusion  we  are  glad  to  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to 
the  School  Committee  and  the  Superintendent.  Their  courtesy  and 
generous  support  have  contributed  largely  to  such  success  as  has 
attended  our  efforts.

From  our  last  report  till  the  end  of  school  year  the  work  in 
music  has  been  much  the  same  as  previously  reported.

The  Committee  and  Superintendent  have  held  monthly 
meetings  as  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  most  important  change  which  has  taken  place  the  past 
year  was  caused  by  the  resignation  of  our  Superintendent,  Mr. 
Francis  S.  Brick,  who  accepted  a more  advantageous  offer  from 
the  town  of  Maynard.  To  fill  the  position,  left  vacant  for  the  first 
time  in  seven  years,  the  joint  committee  of  Uxbridge  and  Douglas 
secured  Mr.  Edwin  S.  Cobb  of  Dighton.

Shaw,  South  Douglas ; Miss  Mabel  Manahan,  West  Douglas. 

Transfers — Miss  Louise  Doherty,  from  VII  and  VIII  Grades 
to  assistant  position  in  High  School;  in  January,  Miss  Marjorie 
Doherty,  from  Grade  V to  VII  and  VIH. 

Elections — Charles  E.  Disney,  as  principal  of  High  School  ; 
in  January,  Miss  Miriam  Harris  elected  to  assistant  position  in 
place  of  Miss  Louise  Doherty,  resigned ; Miss  Ida  L.  Rollins, 
Grades  VII  and  VHI ; in  January,  Miss  Mary  Waldo,  to  Grade 
V in  place  of  Miss  Marjorie  Doherty,  transferred ; Miss 
Oda  Ware,  Grade  I ; Miss  Mabel  Cromb,  South  Douglas  ; Miss 
Mollie  Kelly,  West  Douglas.  In  January,  Miss  Mabel  Cromb 
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gave  up  the  work  at  South  Douglas  because  of  sickness  ; Miss

Miss  Addie  Sweet,  our  music  instructor,  was  given  a leave  of 
absence  until  January  1st.  The  teachers  carried  on  the  work  un- 
til that  time. 

Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  at  Old  Douglas.  At  East 
Douglas  the  vaults  and  roof  have  been  fixed  and  some  work  has 
been  done  at  West  Douglas. 

The  high  school  calendar  was  the  same  as  last  year.  The 
elementary  schools  opened  one  week  earlier  in  September. 

The  Committee  wish  to  thank  Mr.  W.  W.  Emerson  for  the 
interest  manifested  by  his  gift  of  Prism  and  Lenses  to  the  high 
school. 

We  received  in  November  our  first  five  hundred  ($500)  dol- 
lars from  the  State,  under  the  statute  which  provides  that  a town 
of  less  than  five  hundred  families,  maintaining  a high  school  which 
meets  requirements,  shall  be  entitled  to  that  amount.
